1 A. TUESDAY PAPERS REPORTED HUNGARY STILL SNAGGING ARMS 
TALKS. WEDNESDAY NYTIMES REPORTS ON SALT, ALSO SOVIETS 
ARE TOLD SECURITY TALKS TIED TO TROOP CUT; PLUS BUDGET 
SQUEEZE TROUBLES NATO. 

2. SALT. SATURDAY LATIMES HAD GENEVA UPI REPORTING 
NEGOTIATORS MET FRIDAY AFTER CONSULTATIONS BETWEEN IOHNSON 
KISSINGER IN LONDON THURSDAY, ADDING SALT FORMED PART OF 
KISSINGER' S NEGOTIATIONS WITH SOVIET UNION. 

2 A. WEDNESDAY NYTIMES GENEVA SPECIAL REPORTS SALT WAS 
CONTINUED TUESDAY WHEN CHIEF NEGOTIATORS MET FOR 80 MINUTES 

BUT JOHNSON SEMYONOV MAINTAINED THE PRESS BLACKOUT THAT

TALKS RESUMED TODAY WITH RUSSIANS FOR FIRST TIME PUBLICLY 
TERMING THEM OF GREAT IMPORTANCE. AP SAID 19 NATIONS ARE 
STILL MONTHS AWAY AT LEAST FROM GETTING DOWN TO TALKING 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ABOUT HOW MANY OF WHICH NATION' S TROOPS MIGHT BE PULLED 
BACK. REFERRING TO 14 WEEKS OF WRANGLING OVER HUNGARIAN 
PARTICIPATION, AP REPORTED US FINALLY FORCED BRITAIN AND 
OTHER ALLIES TO YIELD TO SOVIET DEMAND RE HUNGARY AND 
19 NATIONS NOW MOVE ON TO AGENDA, RULES OF PROCEDURE, AND

DETAILS, STORY ALSO REFERRING TO PRAVDA AND YAKUBOVSKY. 

3 C. TUESDAY WASHPOST GOSHKO VIENNA SAID BRIEF OPENING 
MEETING WAS OVERSHADOWED BY CONTINUING CONTROVERSY OVER 
ROLE OF HUNGARY, BUT IT LED DIPLOMATS FROM BOTH SIDES TO 
PREDICT MBFR MEETING THIS FALL, ADDING BOTH SIDES HOPE TO
